Von Amini, Head 
Of Nazi Army In 
Africa, Captured

British Kirsf Army Headquarters, Tunisia, May 13 (Al*) 
— Dust-stained Col. Gen, Jurgen Yon Amini, captured com­ 
mander of the conquered Axis forces in Africa, refused to 
sign the surrender terms of Lieut. Gen. K. A. N, Anderson 
jtnd was sent to the rear today more anxious about his bag­ 
gage t h a n his troops.
